To the inhabitants of the Town of Hudson, in the 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualrfied to 
vote in Town Affarrs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said Town, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at 
nine-thirty of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ist. To choose one delegate to the constitutional con- 
vention; a Town Clerk; three Selectmen and all necessary 
Town Officers. 


2d. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of the poor, for the building and 
repairing of bridges and other necessary charges arising in 
said Town for the ensuing year. 


3rd. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for repairs of highways for the ensuing year. 


Ath. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the permanent improvement of 
highways in addition to what is now required by law to be 
raised and appropriated for the permanent improvement 
of highways under the provision of an Act entitled, “An 
act to provide for state aid and the expenditure of other 
public moneys in the permanent improvement of main 
highways throughout the state passed by the New Hamp- 
shire General Court, January Session, 1905. 
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5th. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the benefit of the public library. 


6th. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


7th. To see what provision the Town will vote to make 
in relation to furnishing the Town with a hearse for the en- 
suing year. 


Sth. To see if the Town will vote to observe “* Old Home 
Week.”’ 


9th. To see what action the Town will take in relation 
to liquidating the floating indebtedness of the Town and to 
raise money for the payment of the same, or so much thereof 
as the Town may vote. 


10th. To see if the Town will vote to adopt and confirm 
the names of the streets in Hudson, as such names appear 
in the Nashua-Hudson Directory, Edition of 1911, Page 
261 and 262, or to adopt other names for any of such streets 
or take any other action relating thereto. 


llth. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the steam 
roller used last year or choose a committee to take such 
action as they consider best. 


12th. To see if the Town will vote to accept 4200.00 
from Daniel M. Greeley, the same to be held as a perpetual 
fund, the income thereof to be paid annually for the purpose 
of keeping in respectable repair and condition the family 
cemetery lots of Daniel M. Greeley and Reuben Greeley, 
situated in Hudson Center Cemetery, in said town under 
the provisions of chapter 40, Session Laws of 1899. 
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13th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to aid the Hudson Hose Company in the purchase of 
a motor truck or take any other action that may be deemed 
necessary to provide better fire equipment for the town and 
raise money therefor.

Fellow Citizens and Tax Payers. 


During the past year the conditions of travel on our high- 
ways have changed to such an extent that we believe the 
town has a serious problem to solve. 

Very few of our roads or bridges are built for loads of over 
three or four tons, but within the past year auto trucks have 
been introduced for heavy traffic; some carrying loads of 
eight tons. Even larger trucks are constantly being built, 
and probably we shall have eventually such to contend with. 

It has been our custom to do much of our work on highways 
with the road machine spring and fall. This proved a 
failure last spring. In less than a week after being repaired 
in the usual manner the roads used by the auto trucks were 
rendered unfit for common travel, and were in places posi- 
tively dangerous. Ihe money used to work the road ma- 
chine in such sections was lost to the town and the road 
agents powerless, as they had spent it in the ordinary way 
in good faith. 

We have many bridges which are not safe for heavy auto 
trucks to pass over and we believe that the town should make 
some provision for these conditions. 

The sewer on School street has been extended to the new 
house owned by Mr. Bouton. We have received from Bouton 
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and Robinson one hundred and fifty dollars for future sewer 
rights. | 

This was done to encourage the building of new houses, 
as we believe something should be done to offset the rapid 


exit of our lumber.

REPORT? OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Since the last annual report of your trustees was issued 
in February, 1911, there have been added 465 books, which, 
with the 4,577, the number at that time in the library, make 
the present number of volumes 5,042.

Of this number of new books, Dr. Alfred K. Hills has 
been the generous donor of 397, including many valuable 
works. 


Among these books are the “ Encyclopedia Britannica,” 
and ‘The Book of Knowledge,” or “The Children’s Ency- 
clopzedia,’’ both of which were mentioned in our last annual 
report, but neither of which had then been received. 

The “ Britannica’ as a work of reference is too well known 
and appreciated to need description here. 

This contains a full set, up to date, of the tenth edition— 
24 volumes with the index of the original, 4 supplementary, 
and 11 new volumes, making 40 in all. 

The “Children’s Encyclopedia,’ containing 24 large 
volumes stored full of useful knowledge upon almost every 
conceivable subject, being of an educational and instructive 
nature, written in a pleasing and entertaining manner, 
easily understood and comprehended alike by children and 
older people. We believe it to be one of the most useful 
and instructive works yet found in our library and is especi- 
ally sought after by children and young people, by whom 
it is greatly appreciated. 

Among other books that have been donated to the library 
are:—14 by Miss A. R. Huntington of Hudson; 7 by Mrs. 
E. M. Whittemore of Hudson; 2 by Rev. T. C. H. Bouton of 
Hudson; 1 by Charles E. Daying of Nashua. 

There being so large a number of these new books, no 
general catalog of them will appear in the Hudson town 
report, but a supplementary catalog will be issued in the 
‘not distant future.

Early in January, owing to some of the steam heating 
apparatus, including the boiler, becoming defective and out 
of commission and there being no other practical method of 
warming the library room in mid winter, it became impera- 
tive to keep it closed. temporarily until repairs could be made. 
This necessity was very much regretted by your trustees, 
but seemed unavoidable. 

The defects which proved to be of a much more serious 
and extensive character than at first appeared were repaired 
as speedily as possible, and the apparatus again put into 
commission, The library was closed on four hbrary days— 
January 13, 24, 27, and 31.

School Report. 


To the Citizens of the School District: 


Your School Board submits the twenty-seventh Annual 

Report for the year ending February 15th, 1912. 
We wish to call to the notice of parents and guardians that 
the last Legislature made some stringent laws relating to 
child labor. The act is too lengthy to be quoted here but 
it will be sufficient to mention three requirements which, 
in all cases, must be met by those wishing to secure labor 
certificates. First, proof of age must be given in the form 
of a certificate of birth, obtained usually from the town or 
city clerk when the child was born. It must be a signed and 
sworn statement of record. Second, the child’s teacher must 
record, on a blank furnished by the superintendent of schools, 
the attendance of the child in school the year previous to 
applying for the certificate or the year previous to his attain- 
ing the age of fourteen. His attendance must be shown to 
have been by the register 300 half days. Third, a health 
certificate must be obtained from a physician appointed 
by the school board. This must be on a blank furnished by 
the superintendent of schools and is a statement that the 
child has reached normal development of children of his 
age and is considered physically able to perform the work 
he intends to do. Labor certificates are issued by the super- 
intendent of schools and must be signed in his presence by 
the child to whom issued. | 

An amendment to the school law at the 1909 session of 
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the General Court makes it the duty of your Board to “ state 
in detail the sums of money which will be required during 
the ensuing fiscal year for the purchase of text books, scholar’s 
supplies, flags and appurtenances, and for the payment of 
the tuition of the scholars’ of the district in high schools and 
academies in accordance with Chapter 96 of the laws of 
1901, and for the payment of all other ey obligations 
of the district.”’ 


Upon these items your Board submits the following 
amounts: 


Money for high school tuitions, $1,200 00 
Money for text books and supplies, 300 00 
Money for flags and appurtenances, 15 00 


The above amounts it will be necessary for the Selectmen 
to assess on school account in addition to money for general 
running expenses, including that required by law, and 
additionally voted at the district meeting, and the amounts 
voted for the salaries of district officers and repairs. 

The school maintained, number of weeks furnished, names 
and salaries of teachers, number of pupils in each school, 
etc., are facts at once attainable from the district treasurer’s 
report and the page of detailed statistics to which reference 
is invited. Your attention is also called to the report of 
the Superintendent and music teacher herewith attached, 
all of which is respectfully submitted.

Superintendent’s Report. 


T’o. the School Committee of Hudson: 


I have the honor to submit to you my fifth annual report. 

The first place in any school report should always be given 
to that for which, before everything else, the schools stand, 
namely:—the schoolroom work of teaching the common 
school subjects: the English Language, comprising reading, 
writing, spelling, language, and grammar, arithmetic, geog- 
raphy, history, physiology, civics, and music. I am pleased 
to report that never before has this work been so well done 
in our schools. This has been possible principally for the 
reason that we began the year in September with our corps 
of teachers intact and that this corps was made up of ex- 
perienced teachers trained for the work. Furthermore, 
there has been a noticeable improvement in the teaching, 
coming as a direct result of clearer ideas on the part of the 
teachers as to what good instruction means. The waste 
of time due to memorizing and the correlated waste of time 
attempting to teach a mass of information which is useless 
for children because it is either technical or impractical, has 
been largely stopped. In such subjects as physiology, 
history, arithmetic, grammar, civics, and geography, teach- 
ers may attempt, to no good purpose for the children what- 
ever, to teach a great deal that is technical, impractical and 
absurd, or wisely strive to develop intelligence among their 
pupils by systematic study of the common-sense essentials 
of these branches, selecting, under the guidance of the 
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Program of Studies and of the superintendent, only such 
topics as are within the comprehension of young children. 
Much has been done along this line to better the teaching 
and more will be done as time goes on if it is possible for us 
to keep our teachers. 

I have noticed an improvement all around in the disci- 
pline. The order in the school rooms almost without ex- 
ception has been excellent. I am convinced that this has 
been effected in a large measure by the attention given to 
organized plays and games. A great deal of credit is due 
the teachers for the splendid work they have done along this 
line especially during recesses at the Webster school, where 
the proper control of so many children would tax severely 
the powers of even a strong man. More and more our teach- 
ers are realizing that the matter of organized and properly 
conducted plays and games. is a part of their work that 
may produce excellent results in the form of good behavior, 
good health, and good morals. 

The compulsory school age is from its eighth to the four- 
teenth year, but children are admitted at five and are 
allowed to remain after fourteen. The question of attend- 
ance has been given more careful consideration since it 
has become a matter of dollars and cents. It seems a reason- 
able request to make of parents, who have children between 
five and eight, that they send them regularly or not at all, 
and of parents who have children over fourteen, that such 
children be properly imbued with the idea of going to school 
for business, of which one of the essential components is 
eood behavior. The percent. of attendance in each school 
_for the year was as follows: Webster School, grades 1, 2, 84; 
erades 3 and 4, 94; grades 5 and 6, 94; grades 7, 8 and 9, 91; 
Centre School, lower room, 90; upper room, 96; Number 1 
School, 85; Number Nine School, 86; These figures are sig- 
nificant. It will be noticed that in all the consolidated 
schools the percent. of attendance is well over 90, with the 
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single exception of the primary school at the Webster 
building, where the absences of children between the ages 
of 5 and 8 caused the low mark of 84. These children can 
not be reached under our present law. However, in the 
case of the two mixed schools, Number One and Number 
Nine, the percent of attendance is well below 90 and the 
absences were, almost without exception, of children over 
eight years of age. If we are to maintain an average per 
cent of attendance for all schools together, of over 90, a 
mark that can easily be attained if these mixed schools do 
their part, the parents in these two sections must see to it 
that their children are in school at every session as the law 
requires. 

I have introduced for use in the schools the Thorndyke 
scale of rating handwriting which has served us admirably 
in that subject where results may now be tested and stated 
with almost. mathematical exactness. The scale is on the 
wall of every schoolroom and is especially useful in deter- 
mining the marks for the monthly report cards. I have 
rated the handwriting of all the pupils above the fourth 
grade and can say that the results were sufficiently good to 
justify the statement that in the 7th, 8th and 9th grades 
the average pupil can write well enough for all the needs of 
the common affairs of life. 

I have required every teacher throughout the year, to 
send in to me a weekly report of her school regarding attend- 
ance, absence, tardinesses, temperature, books and supplies 
needed, sessions taught, etc. The reports are simple, are 
on post cards, and in no degree a red tape burden for the 
teacher. They have been useful in keeping the superin- 
tendent and the affairs of the schools in close touch with 
each other. In addition to this, I have required each teacher 
to keep on suitable blanks provided her, an accurate record 
of all supplies furnished. These records are readily accessible 
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being pasted into the registers. Their use in preventing 
waste is apparent. 

For the benefit of those of our townspeople who may not 
be conversant with our school laws recently enacted with 
regard to State aid, I give here the gist such laws with their 
bearing upon our schools. These acts are designed to 
equalize school privileges, that is, make it possible for children 
living in sparsely settled or poorer towns to have equal 
school advantages with children living in the more populous 
and richer towns. Now, a town is poor if it has little taxable 
property and a large number of children to educate; but, if 
such a town bestirs itself and shows a disposition to do its 
best in the matter of good schools, the State Aid laws operate 
to give financial assistance sufficient to place such a town 
on an equal footing with the richer ones. The law provides 
that to towns of not over 3,500 inhabitants, a sum of money 
per school week is paid for every 25 pupils of average attend- 
ance, this sum varying according to the town’s equalized 
valuation. This means that poor towns are aided, but only 
in proportion to the efforts they make themselves—to have 
pupils regular vm attendance and in proportion to the length 
of the school year. It is further provided that such towns 
can draw two dollars per week for every normal graduate 
employed or teacher holding a State teacher’s certificate. 
The amount allowed to the town of Hudson last December 
for attendance of pupils was $306; and for approved teachers 
$258. Both of these amounts may be increased by better 
attendance, a longer school year, and by the employment of 
more approved teachers. The principle of this most excellent 
_ legislation is exactly stated in the words of the Scripture: 
“He which soweth sparingly shall reap also sparingly; and 
he which soweth bountifully shall reap also bountifully.”’ 

The report of the teacher of music follows. I have pre- 
pared and added to this report such tables of statistics as 


are well worth the careful perusal of every one interested 
in schools. I wish to assure the committee and all other 
citizens who have put forth any efforts in the cause of good 
schools of my most sincere appreciation of their help in the 
work.

MUSIC REPORT. 


To Mr. J. FE. Wignot, Superintendent of Schools: 

The music report is herewith respectfully presented. 

Our work during the past year has been generally speaking, 
successful. During a part of both the fall and winter 
terms progress has been somewhat slow, owing to the illness 
of many of the children, and myself as well. Also, a frequent 
change of teachers in several places has proved a hindrance. 
For these reasons, the usual amount of work has not been 
accomplished, but what was done has been thoroughly 
mastered. 

In November, NeCollins Glee and Chorus Book was intro- 
duced in the Centre and Webster schools and as the book 
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contains a great variety of very pleasing material, I hope it 
may be a pleasure to teachers and pupils. 

Next term it will be necessary to provide the children at 
No. 1 school with new music readers, as all available material 
has been used. 

Perhaps the hardest part of the work during the year has 
been the effort to induce a few unruly boys to do their part, 
instead of attempting by their rude and shallow conduct to 
prevent those from singing who are so inclined. Some of 
these boys do not wish to sing, and for various reasons have 
been excused from it but no one is supposed to be excused 
from written work unless their parents desire that they dis- 
continue the study of music. Perhaps it is not generally 
understood that the Director has requested the teachers to 
permit no one to drop music without a written excuse from 
the school board. 

Music is not considered a very important study, but may 
I be allowed to suggest that if we take the trouble to observe 
those about us, we shall probably find more people making 
use of a knowledge of music than of Algebra or Latin. 

There is room for improvement in the work here. Much 
we plan and hope to accomplish, in the upper grades especi- 
ally, has to be omitted as the time which can be given it is 
necessarially limited. This is largely due to our system of 
grading. 

Recently we have had many written lessons from which I 
believe a great deal has been gained as the work has constant- 
ly improved both in accuracy and neatness. 

There is much pertaining to the music work which I 
greatly enjoy, but ae times I find it inconvenient and 
fatigueing. 

In closing, I beg’ to express my grateful appreciation for 
all favors received.
